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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . Claims 5-1 3 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 
1.142(b), as being drawn to a nonelected invention, there being no allowable generic or 
linking claim. Applicant timely traversed the restriction (election) requirement in the reply 
filed on 3/21/05. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

3. Claims 1-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Pfistershammer (USPN 2912075). 

Pfistershammer teaches a method of welding a tubular member having a thin 
portion (single layer) on its circumference and having a circumferential outer edge 
characterized in that welding is started at a point angularly spaced (about 90 degrees, 
figure 7) from the thin portion and deforms the member into an oval shape (figures 2-4 
and 5-7 and col 3 line 30 - col 4 line 23).
